In 1925 was 
appointed Wireless Superintendent to Union Steam Ship Co of 
New Zealand (one of the P&O group) & in that year from the 
new Liner "Aorangi’ collaborated with Fred Schnell (ARRL) 
whe was commissioned into the US Naval Reserve, in develop- 
ment of short-wave communication. The first-ever fully paid 
trans-world radiogram was sent by Bert from the Aorangi, 
lying at Suva, direct to Gibraltar for transmission by cable 
to the UK in 1928. Bert's radio experience has been a wide 
oneincluding a period as research engineer with the Radio 
Communication Co., of London. Bert took his family to Aus- 
tralia in 1948, and was well-known as YK2AGW. In 1977 he 
returned to Australia and received VK2AE...He will be 81 
year of age in April, 1950!
